reported. 


The mine is owned and operated by 


the Knoxville Iron company and is about 
thirty-five miles from KnoxvilTe. 


Women Show Much Fortitude. 


As news of the explosion spread about 


the Briceville district throngs of women 
and children rushed to the mine en- 
trances and clamored to hi; allowed to 
make their way inside to aid in the res- 
cue. 
Many of Ihn women knew their 


husbands 'had entered the mine before 
the explosion. 


1 Most of these wives, however, main- 
tained brave hearts.

FUGITIVE SLAVE LAW. 


The fugitive slave . bill was passed 


by the congress in the year 1850. It 
imposed a fine of one thousand dollars 
and six months' imprisonment on any 
person harboring runaway slaves or 
aiding1 their escape from their mas- 
ters. It was the passage of this bill 
that gave rise to the more radical 
phase of abolitionism, with its "Un- 
derground Railway" for the escape of 
fugitive slaves. The bill. led to the 
famous "Dred Scott' case, Avhicb, with 
the supreme court decision in favor of

the mollusca 90 per cent, are peculiar. 


Berg does not think the facts de- 


mand the hypothesis that the lake was 
once marine. He believes that it has 
always been fresh and that the fauna 
peculiar to it have had a twofold or- 
igin. ' A part has originated in the 
l»ke Itself during the long ages of its 
existence, and the rest is a portion o{ 
the prehistoric fresh water fauna of 
Siberia which It has preserved.—Har- 
per's' Weekly.
